Prof. Boni Describes Temples Discov- 
ered Under Rome 


The 2666th anniversary of the foun- 
dation of Rome was celebrated this 
year by Prof. Boni who lectured on 
his recent excavations on the Palatine. 
The objects of these excavations, 
which were started a year ago, Is 
twofold, the exploration of the origin- 
/al structure of the historical hill on 
| which Rome was built and the discov- 
lery of traces left by its earliest inhab- 
jitants. 
| The resulis so far obtained may be 
|briefly explained as_ follows. By 
}means of deep borings reaching down 
to the original rock of the hill three 
| separate series of pits or cellars of un- 
|known ancient temples were discover- 
ed and the development of the dwell- 
ings in different periods could be fol- 
lowed from the rough huts of tke 
first inhabitants to the humble houses 
of the early republic, which were} 
| gradually transformed and enlarged 
}until they were changed to ‘he pal- 
atial mansions of the emp‘e. Prac- 
tically every building on the Palatine 
was erected over edifices of earlier 
periods, In the basilica of tae Pal- 
ace of Domitian traces of un exedra 
built by Nero were found, and under- 
neath were the piscina or water tanks 
divided into five compartments, which 
cut through the walls of a republican 
house with frescoed walls. 

In the vestibule the foundations of 
the imperial throne were discoverec 
cutting through the walls of three 
palaces built ‘n different periods over 
a republican house richly decorated 
with rare marbles. Still deeper 
down the favissae or pits of ancient 
temples were found, with traces of 
broken pottery identified as dating 
from the fifth century, B.C. The ex- 
plorations carried on in the house 
of the Flavil are of the utmost im- 
portance for the topogys;hical study 
of the Palatine Hiil, and although no

SABLE ISLAND. GHOST 


SPECTRAL WOMAN WANTED HER 
STOLEN NG RETURNED. 


Lost When the Ship Bearing the 
Belongings of Queen Victoria's 
Father Was Wrecked on Atlantic 
Coast, Captain Torrens Had Hair. 
Raising Acventure. 


Sable Island, which may be said to 
be off Nova Scotia, is often spoken of 
as “The Atlantic Graveyard,” ‘owin 
to the immense number of ships an 
lives which have been lost there. The 
name “‘Sable’’ has nothing to do with 
the fur-bearing animal; it comes from 
the French for sand. 

The following very singular inci- 
dent is related by a correspondent of 
The Orillia Packet, who writes fhat 
he was informed on good authority 
that the facts stated were generally 
known in military circles at Halifax 
at the time, and no one ever ques- 
tioned them. 

The father of Queen Victoria was, 
ag everyone knows, stationed in Nova 
Scotia. His furniture was sent out 
from England on a packet or troop 
ehip, on which were two hundred pas- 
gengers, soldiers and recruits. The 
ship was lost on Sable Island, and | 
every soul perished. 

Captain Torrens, of the 29th Regi- 
ment, was sent down from Halifax to 
see if there were any survivors, and 
to rescue any of the prince’s furni- 
tvre that might come ashore.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


HE sole head of a family, or any 
any male over 18 years old, may 
homestead a*quarter-section of 

available Dominion land, in Manitoba 
Saskatchewan or Alberta, Applicant 
tuust appear in person atthe Doaiin- 
ion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for 
the Distaict. Eautry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not sub-Ageney), om certain con- 
ditions, 

Duties—-Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
throgtyears. A homsteader may live 
within nine miles offhis homestead on 
na farm of at least 80. acves, on certain 
conditions, A habitable house is ve- 
quired except where residence is per- 
formed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
| good standing may pre-empta quarter 
| section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per acr? 
| Duties--Six months residence in 
eagh.of three veurs after earning 
homestead patent ; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation, Vre-emption patent may 
be obtained as secon as hemestea’ pa- 
tent, on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchas- 
ed homeste. in certain istricts, 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dutiew— Must 
veside six months in each of three 
yeara, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300, 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. 

Live steck maybe substituted for 
cultivation under certain conditions,
